production  of  oilseed  extraction.  Estimates  are  included 


for  companies  whose  reports  were  not  received  in  time 
for  tabulation.  A  description  of  the  survey  methodology 
and  related  appears  on  page  7.

DESCRIPTION  OF  SURVEY 

Scope  of  Survey.  This  survey  covers  all  plants  in  the 
United  States  that  crush  vegetable  oil-bearing  materials 
(oilseeds,  beans,  nuts,  etc.).  Only  primary  processors  are 
included  in  this  survey.  Plants  that  only  refine  or  further 
process  crude  vegetable  oils  are  excluded. 

Survey  Methodology  .  The  data  shown  in  this  publica- 
tion were  collected  by  mail  on  Bureau  of  the  Census 
monthly  Form  M20J,  Oilseeds,  Beans,  and  Nuts  (Primary 
Processors),  from  a  panel  of  about  185  establishments. 
Approximately  95  percent  of  these  establishments  are 
included  in  the  monthly  mail  panel.  The  remaining  small 
crushers  report  data  annually.  Monthly  data  for  these 
small  crushers  are  estimated  based  on  their  annual 
reports  and  trends  reported  by  those  in  the  monthly 
panel. 

Survey  Error.  Figures  for  the  current  month  may  include 
estimates  for  panel  members  for  which  reports  were  not 
received  in  time  for  tabulation.  Such  missing  figures  are 
"imputed'  based  on  month-to-month  movements  shown 
by  reporting  firms.  Imputation  generally  is  limited  to  a 
maximum  of  5  percent  for  any  one  data  cell.  Figures  with 
imputation  rates  greater  than  5  percent  are  footnoted. 
The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator  of  the 
potential  error  in  published  figures  due  to  nonresponse 
because  the  actual  monthly  movements  for  nonrespon- 
dents  may  or  may  not  closely  agree  with  the  imputed 
movements.  The  range  of  difference  between  the  actual 
and  imputed  figures  is  not  precisely  known,  but  is  assumed 
to  be  small.  The  degree  of  uncertainty  regarding  the 
accuracy  of  the  published  data,  however,  increases  as 
the  percentage  of  imputation  increases.  Figures  with 
imputation  rates  above  10  percent  should  be  used  with 
caution. 

Revisions  to  Previous  Period  Data  .  Statistics  for  previ- 
ous months  may  be  revised  as  the  result  of  corrected 
data  from  respondents,  including  the  receipt  of  late 
reports  for  which  imputations  were  made  as  described 
above.  Figures  whiqh  have  been  revised  by  more  than  5 
percent  from  previously  published  figures  are  indicated 
by  footnotes. 

Reporting  Period  Adjustment .  The  data  are  adjusted  for 
the  number  of  working  days  in  the  reporting  period  to 
compensate  for  differences  in  individual  company  report- 
ing patterns,  i.e.,  calendar  month,  4-week,  5-week  peri- 
ods. Since  the  calendar  month  accounting  system  pre- 
vails in  this  industry,  adjustments  have  been  made  to 
those  reporting  on  other  than  a  calendar  month  basis. 

Seasonal  Adjustment.  This  report  presents  seasonally 
adjusted  data  in  table  1A  for  selected  series  shown  in 
table  IB.  The  data  were  seasonally  adjusted  using  the 


X-11  variant  of  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  Method  II 
Seasonal  Adjustment  Program.  This  seasonal  adjust- 
ment program  is  a  ratio-to-moving  average  method.  The 
seasonal  adjustment  program  largely  eliminates  the  effect 
of  seasonal  variations  (intrayear  variations  repeated  con- 
stantly from  year  to  year)  within  the  series.  The  season- 
ally adjusted  data  provide  a  better  measure  of  the  month- 
to-month  variations  which  are  due  to  factors  other  than 
seasonal  patterns  than  do  the  unadjusted  (original)  data. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Net  Receipts  at  Mills  (Current  Month).  Figures  under  this 
heading  are  derived  by  subtracting  stocks  held  at  the 
end  of  the  previous  month  from  the  sum  of  materials 
crushed  during  the  current  month  and  stocks  held  at  the 
end  of  the  current  month. 

Stiipmentsand  Transfers  (Current Month).  Figures  under 
this  heading  are  derived  by  subtracting  stocks  held  at  the 
end  of  the  current  month  from  the  sum  of  stocks  held  at 
the  end  of  the  previous  month  and  production  during  the 
current  month. 

Linters.  The  fuzz  or  short  fibers  that  adhere  to  cotton- 
seed after  ginning. 

Hulls.  The  outer  covering  of  cottonseeds  or  soybeans. 

Cake  and  Meal.  The  residue  left  after  the  oil  is  extracted 
from  a  seed,  nut,  or  kernel. 

Crude  Vegetable  Oils.  Oil  until  it  has  been  processed  by 
an  alkali  or  caustic  wash  or  by  some  equivalent  opera- 
tion. 

Lecithin.  A  mixed  phosphatide  product  obtained  from 
soybean  oil  in  the  degumming  process. 

COMPARISON  OF  EXPORT,  IMPORT,  AND 
DOMESTIC  OUTPUT  DATA 

The  trade  comparisons  shown  in  this  report  should  be 
considered  only  as  approximations.  Several  problems 
prevent  precise  comparisons  among  imports,  exports, 
and  domestic  output.  These  problems  include  the  fol- 
lowing: 

•  Export  and  import  comparisons  do  not  account  for  the 
origin  of  materials  used  to  manufacture  the  finished 
product.  Domestic  output  includes  any  goods  that 
undergo  substantial  transformation  into  a  finished 
product  in  the  U.S.,  even  if  the  goods  are  partially 
constructed  abroad  or  are  constructed  of  imported 
materials. 
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•  There  will  be  a  lag  between  the  time  a  producer  makes 
or  ships  a  product  and  the  time  it  is  actually  exported. 
Similarly,  there  may  be  a  lag  between  the  time  a 
product  is  imported  and  when  it  enters  into  U.S. 
distribution  channels. 

•  The  basic  structure  of  these  classification  systems 
differ.  The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  (SIC)  sys- 
tem used  for  domestic  output  was  developed  inde- 
pendently of  the  Harmonized  System  (HS)  used  to 
classify  imports  and  exports.  The  level  of  detail  pro- 
vided by  the  different  systems  varies  substantially, 
reflecting  their  different  objectives.  For  example,  there 
are  a  number  of  imported  commodities  that  have  no 
comparable  domestic  output  classification. 

•  Because  producers'  shipments  of  some  commodities 
may  be  used  as  materials  for  incorporation  into  other 
commodities,  combinations  of  domestic  output  data 
for  such  commodities  may  contain  some  duplication. 

•  Import  and  export  data  reflect  the  movement  of  mer- 
chandise into  and  out  of  U.S.  foreign  trade  zones,  the 
U.S.  Virgin  Islands,  and  the  U.S.  customs  territory  of 
the  50  States,  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  Puerto 
Rico.  Domestic  output  reflects  activity  in  the  50  States 
and,  only  if  specified,  in  Puerto  Rico. 

•  Import  and  export  data  generally  do  not  distinguish 
between  new,  used  or  rebuilt  commodities. 

•  The  valuation  of  the  three  data  sets  differ.  Domestic 
output  is  valued  at  the  point  of  production.  It  includes 
the  net  sales  price,  f.o.b.  plant,  after  discounts  and 
allowances,  and  excludes  freight  charge  and  excise 
taxes.  Exports  are  valued  at  the  point  of  exportation.  It 
includes  the  net  sales  price  or  value,  and  inland 
freight,  insurance  and  other  charges  to  the  export 
point.  Imports  are  valued  at  the  first  port  of  entry  in  the 
Unrted  States.  They  include  the  cost,  insurance,  freight, 
duty,  and  other  charges  to  the  import  point. 

•  Detailed  commodity  information  is  not  included  for 
individual  export  or  import  shipments  at  or  below  a 
certain  dollar  limit.  This  dollar  limit  is  $2,500  for  exports 
and  $1,250  for  imports,  except  for  import  of  textiles 
and  textile  products,  gloves,  footwear,  and  miscella- 
neous rubber  and  plastics  products,  where  the  limit  is 
$250.

SUMMARY  OF  FINDINGS 

For  the  1989/1990  crop  year,  soybean  crushings 
increased  10.7  percent,  while  cottonseed  crushings 
decreased  21.0  percent. 


At  the  same  time,  production  of  crude  soybean  oil 
increased  by  10.8  percent  and  crude  cottonseed  oil 
decreased  by  22.3  percent.

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DESCRIPTION  OF  SURVEY 

Scope  of  Survey.  This  survey  covers  all  plants  in  the 
United  States  that  crush  vegetable  oil-bearing  materials 
(oilseeds,  beans,  nuts,  etc.).  Only  primary  processors  are 
included  in  this  survey.  Plants  that  only  refine  or  further 
process  crude  vegetable  oils  are  excluded. 

Survey  Methodology.  The  data  shown  in  this  publica- 
tion were  collected  by  mail  on  Bureau  of  the  Census 
monthly  Form  M20J,  Oilseeds,  Beans,  and  Nuts  (Primary 
Processors),  from  a  sample  of  about  180  establishments. 
Approximately  170  of  these  establishments  are  included 
in  the  monthly  mail  panel.  An  additional  10  small  crush- 
ers report  data  annually.  Monthly  data  for  these  small 
crushers  are  estimated  based  on  their  annual  reports 
and  trends  reported  by  those  in  the  monthly  panel. 

Survey  Error.  Figures  for  the  current  month  may  include 
estimates  for  panel  members  for  which  reports  were  not 
received  in  time  for  tabulation.  Such  missing  figures  are 
"imputed"  based  on  month-to-month  movements  shown 
by  reporting  firms.  Imputation  generally  is  limited  to  a 
maximum  of  5  percent  for  any  one  data  cell.  Figures  with 
imputation  rates  greater  than  5  percent  are  footnoted. 
The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator  of  the 
potential  error  in  published  figures  due  to  nonresponse 
because  the  actual  monthly  movements  for  nonrespon- 
dents  may  or  may  not  closely  agree  with  the  imputed 
movements.  The  range  of  difference  between  the  actual 
and  imputed  figures  is  not  precisely  known,  but  is  assumed 
to  be  small.  The  degree  of  uncertainty  regarding  the 
accuracy  of  the  published  data,  however,  increases  as 
the  percentage  of  imputation  increases.  Figures  with 
imputation  rates  above  10  percent  should  be  used  with 
caution. 


Seasonal  Adjustment  Program.  This  seasonal  adjust- 
ment program  is  a  ratio-to-moving  average  method.  The 
seasonal  adjustment  program  largely  eliminates  the  effect 
of  seasonal  variations  (intrayear  variations  repeated  con- 
stantly from  year  to  year)  within  the  series.  The  season- 
ally adjusted  data  provide  a  better  measure  of  the  monthto- 
month  variations  which  are  due  to  factors  other  than 
seasonal  patterns  than  do  the  unadjusted  (original)  data. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Net  Receipts  at  Mills  (Current  Month).  Figures  under  this 
heading  are  derived  by  subtracting  stocks  held  at  the 
end  of  the  previous  month  from  the  sum  of  materials 
crushed  during  the  current  month  and  stocks  held  at  the 
end  of  the  current  month. 

Shipments  and  Transfers  (Current  Month).  Figures  under 
this  heading  are  derived  by  subtracting  stocks  held  at  the 
end  of  the  current  month  from  the  sum  of  stocks  held  at 
the  end  of  the  previous  month  and  production  during  the 
current  month. 

Linters.  The  fuzz  or  short  fibers  that  adhere  to  cotton- 
seed after  ginning. 

Hulls.  The  outer  covering  of  cottonseeds  or  soybeans. 

Cake  and  Meal.  The  residue  left  after  the  oil  is  extracted 
from  a  seed,  nut,  or  kernel. 

Crude  Vegetable  Oils.  Oil  until  it  has  been  processed  by 
an  alkali  or  caustic  wash  or  by  some  equivalent  opera- 
tion. 


Revisions  to  Previous  Period  Data.  Statistics  for  previ- 
ous months  may  be  revised  as  the  result  of  corrected 
data  from  respondents,  including  the  receipt  of  late 
reports  for  which  imputations  were  made  as  described 
above.  Figures  which  have  been  revised  by  more  than  5 
percent  from  previously  published  figures  are  indicated 
by  footnotes. 

Reporting  Period  Adjustment.  The  data  are  adjusted  for 
the  number  of  working  days  in  the  reporting  period  to 
compensate  for  differences  in  individual  company  report- 
ing patterns,  i.e.,  calendar  month,  4-week,  5-week  peri- 
ods. Since  the  calendar  month  accounting  system  pre- 
vails in  this  industry,  adjustments  have  been  made  to 
those  reporting  on  other  than  a  calendar  month  basis. 

Seasonal  Adjustment.  This  report  presents  seasonally 
adjusted  data  in  table  1A  for  selected  series  shown  in 
table  IB.  The  data  were  seasonally  adjusted  using  the 
X-11   variant  of  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  Method   II 


Lecithin.  A  mixed  phosphatide  product  obtained  from 
soybean  oil  in  the  degumming  process. 

COMPARISON  OF  EXPORT,  IMPORT,  AND 
DOMESTIC  OUTPUT  DATA 

The  trade  comparisons  shown  in  this  report  should  be 
considered  only  as  approximations.  Several  problems 
prevent  precise  comparisons  among  imports,  exports, 
and  domestic  output.  These  problems  include  the  fol- 
lowing: 

•  Export  and  import  comparisons  do  not  account  for  the 
origin  of  materials  used  to  manufacture  the  finished 
product.  Domestic  output  includes  any  goods  that 
undergo  substantial  transformation  into  a  finished 
product  in  the  U.S.,  even  if  the  goods  are  partially 
constructed  abroad  or  are  constructed  of  imported 
materials. 
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•  There  will  be  a  lag  between  the  time  a  producer  makes 
or  ships  a  product  and  the  time  it  is  actually  exported. 
Similarly,  there  may  be  a  lag  between  the  time  a 
product  is  imported  and  when  it  enters  into  U.S. 
distribution  channels. 

•  The  basic  structure  of  these  classification  systems 
differ.  The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  (SIC)  sys- 
tem used  for  domestic  output  was  developed  inde- 
pendently of  the  Harmonized  System  (HS)  used  to 
classify  imports  and  exports.  The  level  of  detail  pro- 
vided by  the  different  systems  varies  substantially, 
reflecting  their  different  objectives.  For  example,  there 
are  a  number  of  imported  commodities  that  have  no 
comparable  domestic  output  classification. 

•  Because  producers'  shipments  of  some  commodities 
may  be  used  as  materials  for  incorporation  into  other 
commodities,  combinations  of  domestic  output  data 
for  such  commodities  may  contain  some  duplication. 

•  Import  and  export  data  reflect  the  movement  of  mer- 
chandise into  and  out  of  U.S.  foreign  trade  zones,  the 
U.S.  Virgin  Islands,  and  the  U.S.  customs  territory  of 
the  50  States,  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  Puerto 
Rico.  Domestic  output  reflects  activity  in  the  50  States 
and,  only  if  specified,  in  Puerto  Rico. 

•  Import  and  export  data  generally  do  not  distinguish 
between  new,  used  or  rebuilt  commodities. 

•  The  valuation  of  the  three  data  sets  differ.  Domestic 
output  is  valued  at  the  point  of  production.  It  includes 
the  net  sales  price,  f.o.b.  plant,  after  discounts  and 
allowances,  and  excludes  freight  charges  and  excise 
taxes.  Exports  are  valued  at  the  point  of  exportation.  It 
includes  the  net  sales  price  or  value,  and  inland 
freight,  insurance  and  other  charges  to  the  export 
point.  Imports  are  valued  at  the  first  port  of  entry  in  the 
United  States.  They  include  the  cost,  insurance,  freight, 
duty,  and  other  charges  to  the  import  point. 

•  Detailed  commodity  information  is  not  included  for 
individual  export  or  import  shipments  at  or  below  a 
certain  dollar  limit.  This  dollar  limit  is  $1 ,500  for  exports 
and  $1,000  for  imports,  except  for  import  of  textiles 
and  textile  products,  gloves,  footwear,  and  miscella- 
neous rubber  and  plastics  products,  where  the  limit  is 
$250.
